PEOPLE OF HISPANIC DESCENT CONSTITUTE THE LARGEST FOREIGN 
LANGUAGE GROUP IN THE COUNTRY. ANDO THE NEW PAPER IS A 
SIGNIFICANT STEP IN DEVELOPING NEWS AND ENTERTAINMENT MEDIA
